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Municipal Government hy 
. Commission 


The following leading Article 
appeared in the Finanvial Post of 
Canada, printed at Toronto, on 
August 27th. Dealing as it does 
with‘a’subjectiof:such vital inter- 
est to the people of Red Deer we 
reproduce it in full: 

“The Financial Post will pub- 
lish next week an account of the 
workings of the commission sys- 
tem of municipal administration 
in Red Deer, Alberta..One of the 
most striking of recent phenom- 
ena, as is often pointed out, is the 
growth of urban communities. In 
Canada the rural sections as yet 
have control in the various legis- 
latures, but in the United States 
the cityward movement has been 
so remarkable that it is believed 
the present census will show the 
cities to be edsily in control in 
most of the legislative bodies 
constituted on a relative popnla= 
tion basis. With this trend in 
view the positive necessity of im- 
proved municipal government in 
Canada is axiomatic. It is almost 
equally self-evident that councils | 
acting through committees are 
not proper administrative bodies. 

‘“‘Thevery fact of their periodic 
election which’ tends. to make 
them properly reprentative legis- 
lative bodies unfits them for 
executive functions, for the reas- 
on. that there can be in their case 
little perspectige or continuity of. 
policy. On the other hand a 
Civic Commission because of its 
experienoe of municipal affairs 
and because of its consequently 
greater ability to take a long for- 
view should have some legisla- 
tive initiative, even if only in some 
such way as has the president of 
the United States, through his 
messages to congress and other- 
wiece. The centralizing Board of 
Control plan is a vast improve- 
ment on former systems, but it is 
weak in most cases because of its 
method of selection, which does 
not ensure good men, and be- 
cause of its short tenure of office. 
Commission government, on the 
other hand, runs the risk of being 
inefficient on account of the well-

public offices ‘salaries. large 
enough to attract: men capable of 
standing up under the centrali- 
zation and responsibility which 
commission government predi- 
cates. Furthermore, there should 
be some, periodic reconsideration, 
at say, fiveor eight year intervals, 
of the personnel of ‘the commis- 
sion, with a view to preventing 
oligarchical tendencies and to 
keeping the commission ade- 
quately in touch with public 
opinion. In the meantime the 
popularity of the commission 
system is increasing rapidly on 
this continent. Even that pseudo- 
socialist, the Toronto World, hails 
it, evidently because it recog- 
nizes that the system tends to 
bring the greater economy aud 
efficiency which ordinarily inhere 
in private administration.”

Memorial Hospital. 


Ata meeting of the Board of 
Directora of the Red Deer Mem- 
orial Hospital, held last Wednes- 
day evening, 24th inst., the 
finances were discussed. Among 
those present, besides President 
F, H. Tallman, were directors 
McKee, Welliver, Carswell, T.A. 
Gaetz, Galbraith, Carscallen and 
secretary Allen. 

This portion of the province, at 
least, seems to be so healthy that 
our institution’s funds are suffer- 
ing considerably. We would like 
to seem them suffer to the point 
of not needing a hospital—but no 
such luck. We must keep the 
hospital going, and at practically 
the same cost, whether it be full 
up with patients or nearly empty. 
It is at such times as the present 
that the hospital reaps the bene- 
fit of the insurance scheme ad- 
opted by the Great West Lumber 
Co., and, at one time, by the C. 
P.R., whereby employees, by the 
payment of a small sum month- 
ly, could rely upon . being taken 
care of in times of illness for the 
whole ‘duration of that illness; 
and in this connection we might 
say the public, both individually 
and collectively, have a certain 
obligation to public institutions of 
this kind, and should remember 
that the onus of thinking of, 
and providing for, its welfare 
should not rest entirely upon a 
few. 

Mrs. Hannah W. Reed has set 
a very good and _ acceptable 
example, in that she is donating 
$5 a month.to the hospital for the 
benefit of the indigent sick. 
There is ample scope in this 
direction for the generous and 
philanthropic, and we are sure 
that whatever is donated to our 
hospital is always accounted for 
to the uttermost farthing.

CENSUS: OF AGRICULTURE 
The next Census of Agriculture will 
be taken under date of Ist June, 1911. 
The area, product and value of field 


crdps harvested in 1910 will. be 
enumerated for fall wheat,- spring 
wheat, barley, oats, rye, corn for 


husking, buckwheat, beans, peas, flax, 
mixed grains: hay and clover, alfalfa 
or lucerne, corn for forage, other 
forage crops, turnips, margolds, sugar 
beets, other. field roots, tobacco and 
hops; and grass seed, red clover seed 
and alsike clover seed will be enumer. 
ated for product and value. 

Grain and other field crors for the 
harvest of-1911 will be taken by areas 
only, as none of these crops will be 
ripe at the taking of the census. The 
products of these crojs will be gath- 
ered later in the year from the re- 
ports on correspondents. 

Animals and animal products, also 
under the head of agriculture, will 
include the number of horses, three 
years old and over, horses under 
three years, milch cows, other 
horned or neat cattle, sheep, swine, 
turk2ys, geese, ducks, hers and chick- 
ens and hives of bees h ld or owned 
by exch person at the dute of the 
census on Ist June, 1911. 

Pure-bred animals registered, or 
eligible for registration, which are 
owned at the time of taking the 
census will be enumerated for horses, 
cattle, sheep and swine, but their 
number will also be counted with all 
other animals.

All accounts bear out the im- 
pression that Sir Wilfrid Laurier’s 
reception in the West has been 
ofa character to arouse in him 
lively apprehensions as to. the 
future.. It is not likely that. the 
Premier cares very much about 
the actual exposure of his trick- 
ery on the tariff issue; he is a 
hardened sinner in the matter of 
promising anything to anybody 
and everything to everybody, 
and a little matter ‘like being 
caught has ceased to embarass 
him. What really matters is the 
fact that the electorate has ceas- 
ed to treat him respeotfully; that 
it has broken loose from control. 

For a good many years Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier has been treated 
with positive adulation. His pol- 
itical opponents have treated him 
with a politeness which the Lib- 
erals never showed to Sir John 
Macdonald; his followers bowed 
to the earth before him. When he 
undertook the Western tour the 
most careful preparations were 
made to ensure him the clamor- 
ous reception to which he has 
grown accustomed. But the 
plans went wrong. The West, 
particularly the Western Liber- 
als of the older school, refused 
to treat him with veneration and 
instead met him with a blunt 
charge of having betrayed his 
party’s policy. Time and again 
he was informed in plain @nglish 
and in the straightest way that 
he has broken his promises. 

He was openly told: that Wes- 
terners did not believe his prom- 
ises about.the Hudson Bay Rail- 
way because they had seen so 
many of his promises broken, 
The platform of 1895 was shaken 
under his nose by old Liberals— 


that was the part that hurt—and 


it was asked why he had failed to 
carry it out. 

One incident is typical. 
the Neepawa Register speak: 

“Twelve farmers, all members 
of the party led by Laurier,spoke 
in turn, each dealing with a 
different topic and denouncing 
the Premier for betrayal of the 
promises upon which they had 
supported him and urged his re- 
turn to power; they showed him 
where he failed in the greatest 
chance ever placed in the hands 
of a Canadian to make history 
that would rebound to his credit. 
The event was the turning point 
in Canadian politice in more than 
one respect. It indicated that not 
even such means as held the 
West for Laurier heretofore can 
hold it again; perhaps it indicat- 
ed even more—that the day of 
mealy-mouthed kow-towing to 
power unscrupulously obtained 
is past.” 

It all means that the West has 
turned against Laurier.

Death Roll Will Reach Up to. 


the 200 Mark. 


Missoula, Mont., Aug. 24,— 
Forest fires have slain more than 
two hundred persons, nearly all 
fire fighters in Idaho, according 
to figures compiled tonight from 
latest reports. 

Superintendent Weigle of the 
Coeur d’Alene national forest, 
after receiving many reports of 
disasters to various parties of his 
six hundred employees, posted a 
bulletin tonight in his office at 
Wallace announcing the death of 
114 of the men. He also express- 
ed grave concern for the safety 
of Ranger Joseph B. Palm and 74 
men, who were surrounded by 
fire on Saturday night in the 
forest on the big fork of the 
Coeur d’Alene river, near where 
another party lost 13 men. Palm 
was for four years the best foot- 
ball and baseball player of the 
Washington State college at 
Pullman. 

The charred bodies of 20 fire’ 
fighters were found yesterday on 
Setzer creek in the Saint Joe 
country. Two severely scorched 
Japanese dragged themselves to 
Avery, Idaho, last night and told 
of the death of ten of their com- 
panions. The 12 men,employees 
of the Chicago, Milwaukee and 
Puget Sound road, had gone to 
fight fires. They were surround- 
ed by flames, and only two men 
escaped. 

The number of deaths in Wash- 
ington was today reduced to 
three, all in the Pen d’Orelle 
valley, near Newport. One of 
these victims, Mrs. Ernest Dein- 
hardt, wife of a rancher, is the 
only woman known to have been 
burned to death in any of the 
fires. The names of many of the 
dead will never be known.

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GUCLIELMO MARCONI 
The Father of Wireless Telegraphy 


This {s the age of the elimination of the essentials. We have horseless 
carriages, trackless trolleys, inkless printing, loveless marriages, grapeless 
wine, clocks without hands, apples without seeds, and, greatest of all, teleg- 
raphy without wires. Marconi, who succeeded in performing this miracle of 
science which hag been the dream of electrical experimenters since 1746, is 
@ young Italian, born at Bologna and not yet thirty years old. His father, 
is an Italian landed proprietor and his mother is the daughter of James 
Jameson, the famous Irish whiskey distiller. 

At eight years of age, Guglielmo showed the first faint buds of promise 
of inventive genius; at twelve his tutor attempted to rob him of one of his ' 
devices; at sixteen'he was absorbed in chemical, electrical and mathematical ' 
problems; and at twenty he was almost taxing the faith and love of his | 
mother with the seemingly insane proposition cf attempting to telegraph! 
without wires, through hills and fgrests, across streams and over fields. ‘ 

When he was twenty-one he Went to England and somehow managed to: 
interest Sir William Preece, engineer of the British telegraph system, suffi- 
ciently to secure his co-operation. When Marconi succeeded in sending a mes- 
sage two miles—a success sufficient to irritate him by the golden visions of . 
greater distances yet to master—he was I{ke Moses viewing the Promised Land ; 
which seemed impossible for him to enter. It seemed hopeless to persist | 
further and he was discouraged almost to despair, but stuck loyally to the 
problem until the high-water mark of conquered distance rose to one hun- 
dred and twenty-five miles. 

On December 13, 1901, the scientific world was astounded by the news | 
that Marconi had succeeded in talking to England from Newfoundland across 
2,000 miles of air and water. There was a smile of compassionate tolerance 
for the inventor who imagined he had done this, the smile of one who does not 
wish to arouse another from the empty happiness of a pleasant dream. But 
s00n it was science that awoke to the realization of thé marvel, and the fresh 
morning newspaper printed from news carried to the vessel by ‘‘‘marconi- 
grams” and served with the fresh rolls on the breakfast table in midocean, 
proves anew the wonder that grows greater as its field broadens and develops. 
Marconi was the first to send a recorded message tirough space by electro- 
magnetic waves (in 1894); the first to telegraph from a moving ship (in 
1897), and the first to speed a wireless message across the Atlantic.

The. handsome new station 
erected ‘by the C.P.R, will be 
completed this week. A traveller 
stated the other day that not only 
was it the finest station building 
between Calgary and Edmonton, 
but there was only one station to 
equal it between Calgary and 
Winnipeg. _ 

The building is of, somewhat new 
and more attractive design, and con- 
tains improvements and architectural 
features which are not found on any 
station of similar size on the road. 


The design is the work of Mr. Cross- 


ley, of the C.P.R. construction ‘de- 
partment, Winnipeg. The building is 
126 x 36, with 14 foot ceiling, hav- 
ing-a basement 30 x 36 for the steam 
heating apparatus, and. an upper 
story 80x36 for offices—the latter 
is left unfinished at present. The roof 
slopes in the four direetions, . over- 
hanging verandah roofs carrying it 
ten feet past the wall lines. The 
roof centre is broken on the yard 
side by three dormers, and on the 
town side by a central octagonal 
tower flanked on each side by dorm- 
er ‘windows. At either end are the 
express and baggage rooms, one 20 x 
36, the other 18 x 36. These. have 
entrances from both sides, and their 


floors are level with the main plat-| - 


form, which will be sdme 16 x 600 
built on the main line standard, 10 
inches above the rail. The general 
waiting room: stretches on the east 
or town side some 66 x 20 feet, with 
two wide entrance corridors to the 
platform. Off the general waiting 
room to the south is the men’s smok 
ing room, and the men’s lavatories, 
with two closets .and urinals. Off 
the general’ waiting room to the 
north are the ladies’ retiring rom 
and the ladies’ lavatories, with three 
The ticket office has an oc- 
tagonal bay window on the station 
platform, and the rear sextagonal 
wall has three tickets windows into 
the general waiting room. The build 
ing is floored throughout with maple 
and is finished in fir. The base line, 
wainscoting rail, and picture rail 
relieve the putty finish plaster up- 
per walls, and the sand finish plaster 
ceiling. The wainscoting is of paint- 
ed burlap.. Mr. Hardy was much 
pleased with the plastering work of 
Mr. Welton, of Red Deer, the sub- 
contractor for plastering. The build 
ing’is beautifully lighted, the gener- 
al waiting room having a fine octag 
onal bay window looking out on th 
town side. The regular windows are 
hung for open sashes. 

The station was built in fourteen 
weeks, and Mr. Hardy, the efficient 
and popular foreman who has carri- 
ed out the work on behalf of Mo- 
Diarmid & Co., Winnipeg, the con- 
tractors, counts himself 
within the limit. 

The old station will be moved 40 
feet south of the. new building, and 
will be used as a freight shed.
